There were four taxi stops in tJie city of P’y^ngyang. However, the station 
suspended to operate the taxi for the publlo in April or May 1957 which might 
be attributed to the eoonomizatlon of gasoline consumption. Since then, 
the taxis hnvo been serving only for the foreign travellers to North Korea. 

Figure 21s Rational. Historical Hus eumt 4 singla story brick structure, 
walls of tAdoh were coated with oacent, the roof was made of concrete In the 
shape of pyramid, measuring 10 meters wide, 20 meters long, and 10 meters high» 
vhi<^ was built during the Japmiese rule of Boren, This bdldlng renained 
undestroyed during the Korean War. The museum displayed such articles as 
the anolent Korean oostme, remains, earthenware, and other industrial 
products. 

Figure 22i Moranbong Tfaderground Theater s This underground theater was 
sized about 25 maters wide, 45 maters long, and 15 meters high having a 
600 seat capacity. The length of the step, ranging from the outer 
ground and this theater was estimated at 100 meter. Disring the Korean War, 
the meetings of the Cabinet and Korean Labor Party organizations were held 
at this theater. The artlstio perfoBaances were also shown there until the 
signing of Amistice Agreement on 27 July 1953. The theater has been seldom 
used in the post-Aimistioe days. It was said that the films were shown 
sometimes. Whoever the foreign missions visited North Korea, they were 
invited to this theater to take a sight of underground facilities. PAK 
Bji^n-yi^ng was said to have been tried in this theater. 

Fi pure 23t Moranbong Theater: This theater, which was built of brick walls 
and with a halfbaoon shape of concrete roof, was constructed in late 1954 on 
the ground. It was sized about 25 maters wide, 40 meters long, azui 15 meters 
high and having abouji 700 seat capacity. The interior of the theater was 
best deoorated among the theaters in F'y^rgyang. The carpets were laid along 
the passage ways. The stage settings wore originally designed to be 
olreulatad automatically, but such automatic device was no longer servioeable 
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Imoediatttly after the completion of the construction of the theater on 
accoimt of technical difficulty. Tl^is theater was used for entertaining 
high ranking Goverment and Party officials vith show. Various artietlo 
performances were also shown fbr the members of the foreign goodwill 
missions of North Ibrea. The report meetings on the evre of the national 
holidays ware also oonwened in this theater. In this oonnectlon» the 
general populace had hardly had opportxmltles to see the performances in 
this theater. 

Ftgnre 2A Natienal Planning Qonmittee t A three story bride building, the 
esctemal walls of which were coated with cerimt, with a flat concrete house 
top, measuring 9 asters wide, 100 meters in tot^ length, and 11 meters hi^, 
was reconstructed in 19$4« Upon o:^pletion of the building, the National 
Planning Committee, except for the Central Statistics Bureau of this oommlttee, 
and the Ministry of Culture and Propaganda had ooet^led this building. When 
the Ministry of Culture and PropagaJida moved out of the building in 1956, the 
Central Statistics Bureau, National Planning Committee moved in this building.
